During the war we were ready 
to do violence to any person so 
“forgetful as to remain covered 
while the flag passed. Even to- 
day this respect is usually paid 


the flag, BUT. 

The flag is not paid the re- 
Bpect that it should. A _ few 
days ago we saw the flag com- 
ing \down from one .of our 
public buildings. It is one of 
the traditions and justly so, 


that the fiag shall not touchethe 


ground. However, -when this 
caretaker lowered the flag he | 
let it drop to the ground and 


after tying up the rope leisurely 
gathered it into the basement to 
be thrown into corner until the 
following morning. 

Here are a few regulations 
that all tohse who have anything 
to do with the American Flag 
either in placing it on a pole 
or in other decorations, might 
do well to clip out and save for 
reference. 

These regwiations for display 
and care of the flag upon. all 
occasions were drafted-a short 
time ago by an American Leg- 
ion conference:

staff, from the army for five years 
without pay.
